Village President Richard Ensslin called the Board Meeting to order at 7:00 PM at the Village Hall Board 
Room.

PERSONS DESIRING TO BE HEARD   

Annette Andler, 4900 N. 126 Street, received numerous calls regarding upcoming car show Sunday, 
September 7, 2014.  Questioned the accountability of the event, and asked if there was an agreement with 
the Village regarding the amount of the donation that would be made from the profit of the event.  Upset 
about the waiving of many fees and regulations for the event.  
 
Michael Hyland, 13011 W. Cameron Ave., Spoke about his outrage over the proposed Village tax 
increase.  Noted that a 16% increase in one year would make Butler one of the most taxed municipalities 
in Waukesha County.  Believes the taxpayers shouldn’t have to pay for the perceived mistakes of 
previous Boards and Administrators.  Agrees that the Village should not use savings to pay for debt, and 
that we need to begin to fix road infrastructure, but does not believe that taxpayers should be responsible 
for paying for it.  
 

President Ensslin noted that since 2008, the Village of Butler has only increased Village taxes 0.9% while 
the Hamilton School District, which Mr. Hyland is a Board Member, has increased Village taxes 22%.  
Mr. Hyland noted that the District has increased their taxes due to the reductions in State aids.  
 
Administrator Chadwick noted that the Village has experienced the same reduction in state aids that the 
School District has, and still has not increased their taxes.  She briefly outlined her previous presentation 
and explained the need for the increase and what the increase would be used for.  She encouraged Mr. 
Hyland to meet with her to review the plan in depth.
